HOW ABOUT YOU? : 


“IT am not sure that the Catholics 
of this generation are nearly so ready 
to make sacrifices in order to have a 
Catholic publications come into the 
family and reading it, thus setting an 
example for the benefit of their chil- 
dren. That was true a generation 
While our Catholic press has 
grown in influence and in circulation, 
I cannot think; that it has grown in 
proportion either to the number of 
the population or the average growth 
in wealth of our people. 

Absorbed in Worldly Matters. 

“We, too, I fear, are suffering from 
the dry rot of, an over-interest in 
worldly matters to the detriment of a 
deeper interest in religious affairs. 
One thing is perfectly certain, that if 
this absorption in secular matters con- 
tinues, our press will go the way that 
the Protestant press is going. I am 
quite sure that it will be serious for | 
Catholicity whenever this happens. I 
do not hesitate to say that a family 
which does not take in regularly at 
least one Catholic periodical is surely 
sinking into the depths of a declining 
faith, Sometimes the poor ° can 
scarcely afford it; but the family that 
cannot spare a cent a day in order to 
have the privilege of reading a Cath- 
olic paper, must indeed be mighty 
poor. It costs even less than this to 
be a regular subscriber for a Catholic 


_ weekly paper; and a cent and a halfa 


day would supply a Catholic family 
with a good local weekly Catholic 
periodical as well as a good national 
weekly or monthly. [Ours cost only a 
‘cent a week.—Editor.] | 

The Negligent Rich. 

“But it is not the very poor who are 
the most backward in taking Catholic 
periodicals. . Very often it is those who 
have considerable money to spend on 
luxuries, or waste on extravagance, 
who have so lost their interest in Cath- 
olicity and in the everyday events 


of Catholic life that they think it} 


beneath their newly acquired dignity 
and social condition to occupy them- 
selves with Catholic affairs. If our 
Catholic press is not properly sup- 
ported it will undoubtedly work con- 
siderable harm to the Church. It 
represents one of the best possible 
means of keeping faith and intérest 
in Catholicity alive. 

“Nothing will mean so much for 
coming Catholicity as the proper sup- 
port of the Catholic press. Any one 
who pretends to be a Catholic and is 
not supporting the Catholic press is 
making a serious mistake. Any one 
who pretends to have the interest of 
Catholics at heart, and is not taking 


this simple, practical means of keep- 


ing in touch with them, is making a 
fool of himself, and trying to make 
fools of others. Any one who wills to 
accomplish something must will the 
means to it. The Catholic press rep- 
resents the means, a heightened in- 
terest in Church matters.”

The Fathers of the Church, or 
simply “the Fathers,” is a term as 
to whose real signification the average 
lay Catholic has, perhaps, no accurate 
notion. He probably thinks that 
Father and Doctor, as met with in 
ecclesiastical writings, are synony- 
mous; or at least that the distinction 
‘between the words is so fine-drawn 
as to render them, for all practical 
purposes, interchangeable. Such, 
however, is not the case. 
Fathers were not Doctors, nor were 
‘all the Doctors Fathers. SS. Clement 
of Rome and Polycarp of Smyrna, for 
instance, are universally ranked 
among the Fathers, yet their names 
do not figure in the Church's list of 
‘Doctors; while SS. Francis of Sales 
and Alphonsus Liguori, who do figure 
in that list, are never classed among 
the Fathers. 

As a matter of fact, Father of the 
Church is not an official title at all. 
‘It was never granted by any pon- 
tifical decree, and finds no place in 
liturgical qualification. It is an hon-

Then the special badge of the Hnights is secured and 
each one of the students whe enters the ranks of the Knights (and of 
course it must be always understood that what is said of the Knights 
refers equally to the Ladies of the Blessed Sacrament in a school for 
girls) is given a badge with the understanding that he is to wear it only 
so long as he remains true to the resolutions of a Knight. Hence if any 
ones gives up the customary ebservances of the Knighthood in honor of 
the Blessed Sacrament, he is in honor bound to stop wearing the badge 
which is the outward sign of this Crusade. Of course a failure now and 
then to keep to one’s resolution is not an abandonment of the resolve, 
To facilitate the keeping of their resolve it helps also to divide the 
Knights into bands with a member of the Sodality at the head of each 
band who will receive reports of the number of communions received, the 
number of visits made, the times at Benediction and the Forty Hours’ 
devotion, ete., and other acts of devotion to the Blessed Sacrament.
